Thore is a case of considerable impor: 
tance to importers of Foreign goods 
pending in the Mired Court o* present, 
says the Aanghai. Mercury. Iv isa matter 
in which a coupleof Native etorokcopcre 
are charged with imitating a cortain brand 
of ‘honey’ soap, imported by Mesare 
Burkill & Co., and flooding tho market 
with the spurions article, which is,made up 
in wrappers closely resembling those in 
which Messre Barilil & Co, pat ap. the’: 
soap for which thoy sre tha agents: A° 
short time ago a féw cases of this imitation 
honey soap were found in ao hop in 
Hongkew. Tho sbopkeoper wae churgod 
before the Mixed Court and, the cass being 
clearly proved againnt him, the goods were 
confiscated. About a month uftor this 
sixteen mors cages of apurions soap were 
found in another native shop, the owner of ! 
which was aleo oberged before tho-Mixed 
Court ; and in tho course of tho proceedings : 
it waa proved tbat tha acenaed obtained the | 
goods from a dealr in Frenchtown, who ; 
seomed to sell the soap wholesalo, Thia 
donler was arrested and he is one of two: 
men against whom the charges in the 
matter aro now pending. ‘This man’s 


hong name is Zeang-sbing ‘Fe £6). while 
Mesere Borkill’s Chinces name is Zeang- | 


mow Ge Tb. ‘Tho packn ges of spurious 
soap are wade upio blne paper in careful j 
imitation of tho article sold hy Messrs ; 
Burkill & Co., tho only differcnce being ; 
that ‘Zeang-shing” is eulisiitnted for 
“Zeang-mow' and the word ‘ Dublia,’ 
on a picture of a medsl of merit ob- | 
tained by the genuine honey soap at the 
Dublin Exhibition, which appears on the 
label, ie spelt ‘Dorlin.’ In order further 
to deceive Native purchasers all tho Cbi- 
nese writing is omitted from the Inbele of 
the spurious soap. The dealer from the 
French Connession declares he. obtaius the 
goods from Jupsn and in support of 
this assertion produces a letter from 
Kobe, bat he cannot satisfactorily explain 
the fact, brought to bis notice by Mr 
Toni, that the chop on tho outside of the 
letter corresponds exactly with his own 
shop-sign in Frenchtown. Accused, how- 
ever, persists that he obtained the 
soap from Japon, ond the charge against 
him bas been remanded until a reply 
to a letter which bus been sout to tho 
authorities in Kobo, ashing for information, 
errivos, the prisoner being elkfwed out on 
bail in the meantine, A fow days ugo an- 
other shopkeeper was caught retuiliug the 
sporions sosp. He aleo asserts thut the 
soap comes from Japan and ho produces a 
document purporing to como from the 
Shanghai Custom Houso, showing that so 
many ceses consigned to him from Japan, 


against bim hae also been” romanded, 
pending enquirics ot the Custom Houso 
and in Japan. Altogether about 60 lurge 
eases of this spurious soap bave beon 
discovered by the Police. There isa great 
demand for the utticle in Shanghai, and wa 
understend the stock of the real thing just 
now is very small.

inélination for reading attentively -not only. 
thet special snalyais uf the powers for good 


and evil of opium, bat the nnmerouscaaays J. 


and desoriptive papersfrom the same. maater- 


‘jly hand, in which the effects of the opium 


habit are the (heme or tho dominant note of 
the composition, Wado not hold De Quin. 
osy up 28 anoxample of the harmleseess of 
opium ; although the story of his unique life, 
protracted ino the seventiae, and fertile to 
the last in aplendid intellectual productive- 
ness is a striking illustration of the powers of 
resistunce ond recuperation lodged in the in- 
telleot and vill, against the inroada tf phy- 
Bical disease and toxic exceas, On tho other 
hand, the snti-opiumists must shrick from 
exhibiling him os a shocking example; priv- 
cipally, becsuse his indulgence in opium 
was monstrously excessive, and for that rea- 
aon’ is not a typical case for the purposes of 
the Indian controversy: and, secordarily, 
becuuse, ingpite of the awful yoke bo touk 
upon himseli, he managed to survive and 
hushand the resources of his brain for the 
accomplishment of literary achieveménts 
before which tho efforts of the antiopium 
school eplitetavely mnet acknowledge their 
pitiable inferiority, At one period of bis 
life De Quincey wus taking daily the modost 
dose of 8,000 drops of laudanum. We may 
suppose bim tossing offa teaspoonful 6f lau- 
donum every tua minutes of his twelro wak- 
ing hours, And yot ho managed to tise to o 
most critical and subtle examination of 
the new Ricardian Eoonomy, .whish iv 


| acuteness and acouracy has not boom sur- 


peesed. Intater yeara, when he hai parti- 
ally freed himsalf from the tyrinny of 
opium, his literary activity is repre- 
sented in almost overy fleld of quaint 
and scholirly research. Jt is ‘one of 
the wonders of the world that under 
such conditions the hamaa brain should 
bavo proved oapablo of the beautifuloreativs 
work in which De Quincey still stands with. 
out a rival Who ‘can read the English 
mail conch with its pendants, the vision of 
sudden death, and the dream fugue; with- 
out an avfal admiration? Is there any 
piece in the English language nacre sublime 
aod artistically perfect than * Levana; or 
Our Ladies of Sorrow?’ Yet both these 
gems are directly attributable to tho conse- 
quences.of opium. Deeply though we com- 
miserate the avlf-incurred sufferings of the 
great’ author, we canuct now. xegrot the 
mulignant influence which in the althemy of 
hiv splendid brain was tranemuted {oto this 
pure ore, What a witness De Quiney would 
have been for the Royal Commission ! 
With what scorn he would haye repalled the 
course generalization that opium is in every 
aspeot on nogualitied curse. Noone had a 
better right to speak than he, No one, we 
thick, could have given such a dramatic 
and convinsing testimony to the benevolent 
influences of tho drug when its use 18 pro- 
perly ccutrolled; noone surely could bave 
drawn such feeling pictares of its insolent 
tyranny when its power has been onfirmed 
by long abuse, Coleridge, the greatest 
metaphysical intellest of his age, wos 9-con- 
firmed upiim-eater. Jn recent tine Wilkle 
Collins, most fascinating of novelida, wove 
the fabrigof bia thrilliag-plote for thirty 
yeura ander the stimalus of laudanum. 
Khe question vaturally suggests itself, 
Could these intellects have done the work 
they did without their dangerow silly? 
That is a question which we do no! propose 
to answer] fur the reason that no positive 
angwer is possible, But as illustra- 
tiuns of the length to which the 
undoubted abuse of opium can 
be curried consistently with mainisining a 
high level of intelleotual activity theso 
notable examples merit to be noted by the 
scientifio inquirer, De Quincey, the most 
striking igure among the great English 
opium-eaters, had his owe views upon the 
manner it whieh opium acted upon the con: 
stitution. We recommend bis theory of its 
utility in cheoking latent consumption to 
our medio] readors: we imagine that they 
wight reid with interest bis speoulations 
upon the connexiun between go, oalled brain 
troubles sltributed to t and ite real action 
upon the liver ; and, above all, wefoel sure 
that if avy of uur readers turn to lis pages 
out of curiosity, they will gratefully 


by a liversry feast of the riches
